To the employees charged with distributing these works of art 
among the various museums there is drawn out annually 428,000 
francs.

The ten art students at the Beaux Arts which have been~ desig- 
nated to compete for the Prix de Rome, commenced their task on 
the 2d of last month. The manner in which the work, to be com- 
pleted in seventy-two days 1 , is carried on is amusing for its mediaeval 
simplicity and total inadequacy to judge the most deserving con- 
testant, as ample means are found for clandestine outside help, spite 
the dungeon-like abode which these students must inhabit. Very 
few of the great masters ever received the Prix de Rome; many that 
did receive this State honor have never been heard of afterwards. 



he wished to see placed as "wings" to the pedestal of the statue.,-" 
and on which he had delineated some events in the life of the great 
American captain, but the Park Commissioners preferred that the 
statue should have a single pedestal of the ordinary pattern. For- 
tunately the earnest and repeated protestations of the sculptor were 
effective, and. the matter of the pedestal was left to his judgment. 

This incident is recalled by the little tempest which has broken 
out in Berlin over the decoration of the new Parliament House. It 
seems that the Reichstag has appointed a Building Committee, with 
Professor Wallot as supervising architect, who ordered a picture for 
the building from Franz Stuch of Munich. This was to be a decora- 
tive painting to be seen at some distance, and was, therefore, exe- 
cuted with a broad and vigorous treatment. Now ; the Building 
Committee consisted of those "smelling" critics who naturally 
would be horrified at the antithesis of the Dusseldorf school, and 
they called the painting a "daub "and a "smudge," and wouldn't 
have it. 

Then the German artists became incensed, and held meetings and 
launched forth protests against the haberdashers and; linendrapers 
and military martinets, and the architect resigned — and now the 
poor Kaiser will have to step in and pass judgment.

M. A. Vauthier-Galle, the grandson of Galle, the celebrated med- 
alist of the Revolution and the First Empire, died in Paris on Tues- 
day. Born in 1818, he gained the Gr ana Prix de Rome for medals 
in 1839. He was responsible for most of the French coinage from 
about 1846 till lately, and executed a number of medals.

An extensive burying-ground has recently been discovered near 
Bassecourt, in the Bernese Jura, which is conjectured to be of Bur- 
gundian origin, and to date from the fifth or sixth century. Most of 
the finds consist of weapons in the shape of swords, daggers, lances, 
etc. A number of ornaments have also been unearthed, and it is a 
pity that the finds were not kept together, but have been distributed 
among the museums of Delsberg, Berne, andJBale.
